A Famous Powder Horn. 


Mr. O. D. Rose, o resident of Lincoln 


Heights, is the possessor of an ancient and 
interesting relic that has a, most remarka- 
ble history. It is no less than a powder 
horn 134 years old. The horn is yellow 
with age, and contains the following in- 
scription, "Daniel Brooks, his horn, made 
ut Lake George, October the Oth, 1758." 
Although made fioni a common steer's 
horn, this interesting relic has been the 
property of General George Washington, 
General Wolfe, the hero of Quebec, and 
Old Hickory Jackson. 


Mr. Rose has a piece of old parchment 


which contains a history of the horn. The 
paper states that the horn-was taken from 
t he dead bodv of General Wolfe at the bat- 
tle of Quebec by General Murray. In 1703 
it became the property of Major Gladwin, 
and in 1770 it fell into the hands of Gov- 
ernor Sir Henry Moore, of New York. 
Governor Moore gaveitto the famous Gen- 
eral Warren, the hero of Bunker Hill. Af- 
ter the great battle when General Warren 
was killed, Private W. M. Smith took pos- 
session of the horn and afterward gave it 
to General Geoige Washington, who car- 
ried it through the remainder of the Revo- 
lutionary war and kept it until his death. 
After the death of the father of his coun- 
try the horn became the property of Lieu- 
tenant Richmond Someis, who carried it 
through the war with Tripoli The horn 
was afterward given to General Jackson, 
who carried it through thewar of 1812. On 
Juno 12,1818, it became tlie property of W. 
M. H. Hose, who in turn gave it to H. V. 
Eose, Aug. 19, 1831. The latter gave it to 
his son, O. D. Rose, the present owner, 
July 1, 1800. At tho battle of Bunker 
Hill tlie bottom was shot out, and was re- 
placed by a piece of brass.—Nebraska 
State Journal.

Tall men he found to 
always have long skulls or .skulls of me 
drain length, whereas the short, fat men 
as a rule, had round, flat heads.
